arid potaloe crops. 
But they have the gratifica- 


tion to know the fault is not theirs. The season 
has been unpropitious; the Hessian fly destroy- 
ing much of the wheat crop early in the season, 
leaving some fields of wheat almost destitute of 
vegetation. 
The potaloe crop suffered much 


from drought, the product consequently falling 
much short of an average crop. 
There have 


been but few entries made this season, the farm- 
ers thinking (probaoly) their crops were not en- 
titled to awards; but this is wrong, they are as 
much entitled to premiums as though their crops 
had been abundant.
